Although incorporated ten years ago, Growers Eechanpe: is actually an idea of 
the writer’s father, that goes back many, many more years.

By far the greatest bulk of our bulbs are imported from world famous growers 
in the Netherlands — truckload after truckload arrive in Farmington each Fall. 
Because of this great volume we have for years allowed Special Quantity Discounts 
on purchases of Dutch bulbs as follows:
